Tbe prlnolple of remuneration to the 
municipality for the privilege of oroeelog 
streets at grade by a railroad company 
has been adopted by tbe city of East 
’Orange, and officials of oilier munici¬ 
palities will be latere*ted la watching: 
the further progress of tbe negotiations 
between tbe East Oraoge ofllolals and 
tbe Erie Ballioad Company. Tbe Erie 
Railroad Oompany baa purchased 
property In East Oraoge and Orange,,for 
tbe establishment of a large freight 
yard. To have the necessary trackage 
facilities for tbe yard, It Is necessary to 
cross some streets at grade. The 
streets are In East Orange, sod tbe 
Yallroad oompany petitioned the Council 
of that city for right-of-way for grade 
crossings. Tbe petition was made tbe 
subject of negotiation wltb the result 
that the railroad oommltlee of tbe 
Council decided to reoommend to tbe 
Council tbe granting of tbe requested 
permission subject to certain condi¬ 
tions. Tbe report of tbe railroad oom- 
julttee, through Us Obalrman, Joseph 

Lee, Wad as follows i 
* ‘Oates at Kearoy street, all crossings 
In tbe city to be payed with Belgian 
blocks between tracks and to edge of 
right of way; all gates operated from 
6 a. m till la«t passenger train has 
passed ; lower Prospect and North Park 
streets to grade of street^ said grade 
to he furnished by the City Engineer; 
railroad oompany to pay for basins and 
drains to carry water under trsoka on 
Kearny street to stream where It 
crosses Kearny street to and for grad¬ 
ing Kearry street from tracks each 
way fifty feet more or less, plans of 
wnleb will be accompanied wltb con¬ 
tract, Ballroad oompsoy to pay for 
Moving m to bold of s6W6f, piafif Addoff* 
paoylng. Sufficient deposit to be made 
wltb city to cover expeoeea of sections 
Nos. 5 and 6, and all back assessments 
owed at present to tbe olty to be paid 
upon signing tbe contract. No block¬ 
ing the streets for more than five 
minutes. Railroad company to pay 
$350 annually In advaooe for use of 
Jteoroy ftreet with traoke called for 
'In plana." 

Every section of the present contem 
plated contract was agreed to by the 
members of the committee, who made 
s careful study of tbe whole situ .tloo. 
It was stated that tbs company needed 
the added tracks, yet tbe olty should 
not give away a valuable grant for no 
remuoeraUou and secure tbe needed 
improvements.

Previous to tbe adoption bete of the 
town act of 1895 tbe work of laying fltg- 
stooe sldewsles In this town was under 
to provision by which tbe town paid half 
of tbe eost of the atone walk. Wltb the 
change In the form of government the 
custom of having the town pay half of 
the expense wss abolished, and alnoe 
llat time sidewalk work bas lagged here, 
and the town la now behind other towns 
In this county in the matter of good 
walks.

Curious Way In Which Water la Pro¬ 
cured For Yecd. 

Almost in the center of Persia Ilea 
Yezd, a city of perhaps 40,000 people, 
on the great caravan route. It Is a city 
of the desert, says the author of “Five 
Years In a Persian Town,” but how 
complete that desert Is and how large 
It laTiard to realize. 

In going from the Caspian sea to 
Yezd one sees a strip of green country 
fhirty miles wide along the sea and 
mother twenty miles In diameter 
round Teheran. Aijide from that there 
is nothing but waste. Wl j . i _q ». 

The desert In Persia, however, is of 
many kin<Js. There fife placet* "wherq 
the ground is absolutely bare except 
for the thick cnist§_ of salt that lie 
like snowdrifts, streaking the plain in 
every direction. There are also places 
equally salt where the proximity of a 
qertain aifiount of useless water pro¬ 
duce*! a '.arger quantity of plant life 
Chan In t^e ordinary desert. For the 
rest then? is a vast waste of sandy 
patches and of gravelly soil, fertile 
enough when water can be brought to 
It, sometimes flecked with dry, brown¬ 
ish shrubs, sometimes quite bare. 

Two desert plants never touch one 
another. In the most favorable places 
two very tiny shrubs may be found 
within two yards of each other, but 
with' a single exception one does not 
see on the ce ntra^ Pers ian caravan 
.routed place away from the hills 
with enough natural growth to modify 
the colop o' the 

Even hTftie cases To seed comes tiri 
that Is not purposely sownj no plant 
seems to have any association with 
the rest. One fixes the eye on each of 
them individually as upon a single 
unit, not as on a part of a field or a 
garden. 

The water for these oases Is brought 
by the most difficult means Imagina¬ 
ble. It la found in abundance at th^ 
foot of the mountains, perhaps 300 
feet underground. When a well has 
been sunk and plenty of water found 
a hunt is made for the nearest place 
in the desert which is lower than wa¬ 
ter level In the well. Such a spot Is 
Yead, thirty miles from the sources 
water It In a line with that 
other wells are sunk thirty or 
forty yards apart, each shallower than 
the one before, and then from the se¬ 
lected site a tunnel Is run In to the first 
pit, from that to the second, and so on 
back to the wells, even though they be 
forty miles away. Through this un¬ 
derground channel flows the life giving 
water. 

Sometimes it happens that a sudden 
hard rain falls in this desert country. 
It brings' many disasters, for the sun 
baked mad roofs of tbe dwellings are 
caved in, tbelr walls are washed away, 
and other damage is done them. But, 
worst of all, too much water washes 
out and caves in these “Qoanat" chan¬ 
nels, and until they are again dug out 
no water comes to town. 

It has happened at Yezd that a single 
rainy day, the water from which had 
dried away or sunk Into the ground be¬ 
fore the next sunrise, has, by filling 
the channels, caused a water famine 
In tbe city for three months.
